Absent  the  stone  set  per  the  1872  survey,  the  5/8 ”  capped  rebar  set  by  Guerrettaz  in  2005  was  accepted  as  the  best 
available  evidence  of  this  corner.  It  appears  that  this  rebar  was  set  based  upon  a  faulty  calculation.  Per  the  BRG 
survey  the  record  distance  for  the  north  line  of  Section  6  is  5272.08 feet  (with  which  I  agree)  and  the  north  line  of 
Section  5  is  stated  to  be  5280 feet.  Per  the  original  notes  and  plat  the  north  line  of  Section  5  calculates  to  be  5346.66 
feet.  Using  this  distance  instead  of  the  5280 feet  for  the  single  proportionate  measurement  between  the  northwest 
corner  of  Section  6  to  the  northeast  corner  of  Section  5,  the  calculated  corner  position  is  33.49 feet  west  of  the  BRG 
rebar.  However,  the  two  end  points  used  for  the  calculation  were  not  original  monuments  either.  Plus  I found  no 
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other  evidence  of  occupation  to  the  south  so  the  position  was  accepted.  Refer  to  the  "Ames  Boundary  Survey"  dated 
3/26/2019,  IN  2019006845.
